Largo barrels attach- 
ed at intervals as the cable left the ship 
kept it close to Liio snrface of the water, 
and wlicn the end was safely ashore tho 
barrels were cut adrift and tlie cable 
.sank to the bottom, where it will re- 
main to serve its useful j)ur[)()se,

If we rend carefully the speech made 
by Mr. Tartc iu Toronto, and compare 
it with the speeches luado by Mr. Bor- 
den iu British..

A lew ilavs 'ago a cousigiiiiient of less 
tluin a car" of ore from the Stinulard 
iniiie was shipped to iJeiiver to be troat- 
t'd bv tlie I'olU-L'roasdale jiroeess, says 
tlie Itussland World. The inventor, Mr. 
I'ohl, was for years assayer lor tho 
iilohe snieltiiiK works auti tested thoii- 
saiuls of toii.s of Standard ore. He^e- 
lieves tluit his new process will treat it 
.perfectly. , 

Tlie process is a simiile one. The ertiue 
ore is not coueentriited, but is piilvcdlzed 
finally, mixed witli suit, and roasted.

of fumes. Tile gas is treated to sepiu- 
ale the various metals, and virgin metal 
is iiroiluced.

iSlearaer Kinttiek, of the China '.Mutual 
line, now alllliated -with Jio Dodwell 
IhiiTs in the Oriental trade, arrived at 
the otiter docks yesterday 'morning to 
discharge -KX) tons of general rargo, iu- 
cludinig hardware, steel Tails, dish 
plates aud general uieroUandise from 
lOngland and Belgium, for Victoria and 
A'uncouver consignees. Tho steamer 
landed 100 tons of steel rails consign- 
ed to Vancouver for the street railway 
company. IShe had in her cargo over 
;>,0()0 tons of rails, which, it is ;sai(l, 
were originally intended for this port, 
but the cnnsiguraent lias since' Ibcen pur- 
chased oil hohalt^olS a^jPo^tlftud firm for 
use in railway ■\vbrk in lOregoii, and they 
will be discharged «t Tacoina. The 
Kintuck also bi^ught a large amount of 
freight from Knglaiid for United States 
lioiuts. 'She hrought little Oriental car- 
bo, as the steamer Taconia, which is 
due hero tomorrow from Vokohainn, left 
a'bout the snmo time, and cleaned up tho 
cargo at Chineso and Japanese pioris. 
The Kintuck had a very smooth passagu 
from Yokohama. 'She sighted the out- 
hound Northern Pacilie steamer Olyni- 
pia, wldcli mailed from Tacoma on AVed- 
ne.-Hlay, off Barkley 'Sound, and the ca 
bk' steamer C'olonia ^vas seen entering 
DarkU.y Sound.
